of Joe Pete, the InrJIan -mnrrtpi-pr, is 
taken from the Carson Appeal- 


Late Sunday afternoon word WHS re- 


ceived from Genoa announcing the 
escape of Joe Pete, the murderer of Will- 
iam Dangberg, who is under sentence 
of death, the execution billed for May 
4th. 


To say that the escape ot the ledskin 


created eKcitement and comment here 
would place it mildly. Everyone nat- 
urally wondered how the Douglas offi- 
cials could in any manner become care- 
less enough to allow the murderer to 
slip through their jail. The story of 
the escape aa il reaches Careon, seema 
to make matters worse. 


He dug his way ont of the place, 


which is reported a mere shanty, and 
covered the 'dirt taken out by excavat- 
ing with his blankets. He must have 
been at work several days, as the 
amount of work performed could not 
have been done in a few hours. 


Sheriff Brooklias headed a party that 


started on a hunt for Pete and the 
sheriff has also offer.ed a reward of $60 
for his capture. It is not likely that 
many people will offer themselves as a 
target for Pete's marksmanship for
